To the Board of Education, 
Bloomfield, N. J. 


I hereby present my twelfth annual report covering the 
public schools of Bloomfield, New Jersey, for the school year 
1939-1940. 


The public schools of Bloomfield belong to the people and 
are cherished by them. These schools today represent the 
largest collective enterprise of our citizens. The investment 
can be estimated in large sums, with an enrollment of 7,663, 
pupils and a teaching staff of three hundred. 


To the scope of our publie school work and its cost is en- 
trusted, in such a large degree, the future well being of our 
state and nation, and by the returns which are evidenced on 
all sides same is fully justified. Our young people are learn- 
ing, more than ever before, to act together as a group, to 
choose leaders wisely, to apportion activities and to accept 
responsibilities. The fact that membership in our Junior Red 
Cross is practically 100% in all of our schools is an indication 
of how our pupils react to demands as they arise. The devel- 
opment of these traits in our young people cannot be mea- 
sured in money values, in reality the expense involved is a 
mere incident in such a program. When estimating the cost 
of education we too frequently forget to measure same in 
terms of future values and results. Often a small expenditure 
might save a young life from falling into the hands of the 
law. We hear far too little about the tremendous cost of 
maintaining our prisons and so-called reform institutions and 
expensive court procedures. Shall we continue to increase 
budgets for penal and mental institutions and at the same 
time decrease our efforts to avoid sending our youth to such 
institutions; or, shall we awaken to the fact that an apparent 
saving in our educational program is indeed false economy? 


Bloomfield, fully recognizing all of the demands which 
are made upon its schools, has set itself to the task of meeting 
the issues in a satisfactory manner. The completion of the 
new Junior High School is announced with pleasure. On 
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Monday, June 10th, 1940, by appropriate exercises, the build- 
ing was officially dedicated and its use and enjoyment made 
possible to the boys and girls of junior high school age. Here 
we have a building ranking among the best in the country, 
complete in all its appointments and offerings, and none too 
good for the youth of our town who will daily wend their 
way to its open doors. 


We are again called upon to announce the retirement of 
two of our teachers: Miss Elizabeth A. Terry, who has been 
identified with the Bloomfield public school system since 
1907, and Mr. Fred L. Andrus, who came to teach in the high 
school in 1917. During the years these teachers served our 
community they held the respect and confidence of the pupils, 
teachers and parents. 


The increased demands on the part of high schools pupils 
for courses offered in the various sciences has made it neces- 
sary to seek additional facilities in the nature of space and 
equipment. 


During the school year all teachers and other employees 
presented evidence of having taken a medical examination as 
now required by recent legislation. 


We again commend the splendid co-operation received 
from the Board of Education and its employees.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT 
OF HEALTH EDUCATION 


"Never a dull moment," may truthfully be said about the 
average day of the school nurse. From the time of arrival at 
her office until she leaves, her day is colored with many in- 
teresting duties, frequently including grave responsibilities. 
Before nine o'clock the health room may contain several 
students who are suffering from a hastily eaten breakfast, a 
sudden cold, or some obscure ache. First Aid advice or band- 
aging is given, and only a few must wait for the coming of 
the school doctor. 


After the first aid rush is over there are students to be 
found and prepared for the examination given annually by 
the doctor. The history and examination record is started. 
The nurse takes notes as the doctor proceeds. Whenever this 
examination reveals defects the parents are notified by letter 
or home visit. At this conference the nurse explains the pur- 
pose of the school physical examination and interprets the 
findings to the parents, wherein their child is normal and 
where medical attention is required. When parents ask what 
Should be done, the nurse first refers them to their family 
doctor. If financial curcumstances will not allow the student 
to be placed under a doctor's care, the nurse writes a letter of 
recommendation to some clinic of the parents' choice and 
thus the correction of the student's defect is begun. Some- 
times parents ignore the first notice of the student's defect. 
Then a form letter is sent to the parents to have the defect 
corrected. If this notice is also ignored the nurse in more 
serious cases endeavors to contact the parents personally. 


Before a student is allowed to practice for any school 
team the school nurse arranges for an examination of his 
heart and lungs. Doubtful cases are rechecked frequently. 
Another duty of the nurse is to provide immediate care for 
any student who becomes ill or injured during the course of 
ihe day. First aid is always given at once, and if the injury is 
Serious, arrangements are made for further treatments. For 
example, John Smith fell in the basement, cutting his chin 
severely. The laceration needed sutures. School doctor was 
called to give first aid. He recommended the child be taken 
to the family physician. The nurse took John home and then 
called the family physician, who advised that John be taken 
to the hospital where he happened to be at the time. The 
School nurse accompanied the boy and mother to the hospital. 
With John in the competent hands of the doctor, the nurse re- 
turned to school to resume her duties and report the outcome 
to the principal.

School doors open 15 minutes before the school sessions 
begin and close 15 minutes after school is dismissed in the 
afternoon. From December 1 to March 30, the buildings are 
open during the noon hours. 








No school work which comes under the head of “study in 
preparation for assigned lessons” shall be required to be done 
at home in Kindergarten or Grades One, Two, or Three. 


No school work which comes under the head of “study in 
preparation for CLASS assigned lessons” shall be required to 
be done at home in Grades Four, Five, or Six. 


Pupils will be admitted to all Kindergarten Classes at the 
opening of School in September of each school year who be- 
come five (5) years of age on or before December 31. 


All field trips consisting of pupils, principals and teach- 
ers during regular school hours designed for educational pur- 
poses and approved by the Superintendent of Schools, shall 
become a part of the regular school curriculum of the Public 
Schools of Bloomfield. 


Provided further:— 


That all such trips necessitating the use of buses shall be 
confined to buses which are properly covered by public lia- 
bility insurance and that a certification of such insurance be 
filed with the Board of Education. 


The Superintendent of Schools may order half-day ses- 
sions because of weather conditions. 


Excuses for absence or tardiness must be signed by the 
parent or guardian, and state that the absence or tardiness 
was with the knowledge and approval of the signer or the 
equivalent. All lessons may be counted zero until made up in 
a manner satisfactory to the teacher. No lesson may be made 
up until an excuse has been accepted. 


No charitable appeals may be laid before any class. 
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No person may visit any school or class to see any teach- 
er or pupils upon personal business of any kind during the 
school hours. i 


The schools are always open to the inspection of the public, 
and parents and citizens are cordially invited to visit them at 
any time. 


Teachers are to be present at school in their class rooms 
P minutes before school opens and 15 minutes after school 
closes. 


Teachers during the first five years of service in the 
Bloomfield school system may be allowed five days with full 
pay for personal illness. After five days, deduction shall be 
substitute's pay for a period to be determined by the Board 
of Education. 


From the end of the fifth year of service to the end of the 
tenth year, ten days may be allowed with full pay for per- 
sonalillness. After ten days, deduction shall be substitute's 
pay for a period to be determined by the Board of Education. 


From the end of the tenth year of service to the end of 
the twentieth year, twenty days may be allowed each teacher 
with full pay for personal illness. After twenty days, deduc- 
tion shall be substitute's pay for a period to be determined by 
the Board of Education. 


From the end of the twentieth year of service, as many 
days with full pay for personal illness may be allowed as the 
number of years the teacher has served in the Bloomfield 
School system. After that number of days allowance, deduc- 
tion shall be substitute's pay for a period to be determined by 
the Board of Education. 


When death or serious illness in the immediate family of 
a teacher calls him or her away from school work, an allow- 
ance of from one to five days with full pay may be made. 
After five days, deduction shall be substitute's pay for a pe- 
riod not to exceed thirty days. 


In case of a teacher's absence on account of a wedding in 
the immediate family, there shall be deducted the substitute's 
pay for a reasonable number of days. 


Full deduction of salary is to be made for absence for 
reasons other than personal illness or death in the immediate 
family. 


Full pay will be deducted for absence occurring on the 
day before or the day following any vacation period, except 
as provided for above. 
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All claims regarding absences must be presented in writ- 
ing to the Secretary of the Board of Education within one 
week from date of the teacher's return to school. 


The compensation of substitutes is $4.00 per school day in 
Grades One to Eight, and Kindergarten for less than 19 con- 
tinuous days in the same class in any one school year; and 
$5.50 per school day for 19 or more continuous days in the 
same class in any one school year. 


The compensation of substitutes is $5.00 per school day 
in Grades Nine to Twelve, (High School), for less than 19 
continuous days in the same class in any one school year; 
and $6.50 per school day for 19 or more continuous days in 
the same class in any one school year. 


Principals will report in writing, monthly or oftener, 
failures of specialists and class teachers to be present upon 
the time set in schedules and rules. 


The duties of teachers include required attendance at 
school, grade, special and general meetings, not exceeding 
five in any one month. The duties of principals and special- 
ists include required attendance at all meetings designated 
by the school authorities. Teachers and principals should 
visit the pupils’ homes in the performance of their educa- 
tional obligations to circumvent truancy, to quarantine cases 
of suspected diseases, and to consult parents in their chil- 
dren's interests. 


Tuition for non-residents shall be as follows: 
Junior and Senior High Schools, $125 per year. 
Elementary Schools, $100 per year. 

Special School, $150 per year. 
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JANITORS 


To be in building at 7 A. M., or as much earlier as may be nec- 
essary to have the buildings ready for school, and to re- 
main as long as there are teachers or pupils in the build- 
ing, except that a janitor shall not be requested to remain 
later than six o'clock, and shall not leave the building be- 
fore five-thirty o'clock except by arrangement with the 
principal. The lunch period of the janitor will be arranged 
with the principal. 

To take charge of the building during noon hour except when 
otherwise arranged with the principal. 

To leave the building during school hours only with consent 
of the principal. 

To sweep every room and hall every afternoon. 

To empty all waste baskets every day. 

To dust every room every morning before 8:30. 

To clean thoroughly every blackboard once a week. 

To clean every window inside three times each year. 

To rake the yards and keep them clean. 

To keep the lawns mowed. 

To clear the sidewalks immediately after snowfall. 

To fill all inkwells once a week and to clean them every 
fourth Saturday. 


To visit his building in the care of the heating as late at night 
and as early in the morning as is found necessary to get 
the rooms heated properly before the opening of school. 


To report pupils to principals for discipline when necessary. 


To allow no pupils in or about the buildings until 15 minutes 
before the opening of school and after school has been 
closed for a half hour, unless accompanied by teachers, ex- 
cept in cases of extreme cold or storm and except when 
games are being conducted on the basketball courts. 


To allow no loitering of pupils or others in groups about the 
grounds at any time, but to allow playing as instructed by 
the principal. 

In bad weather the janitors may open the doors twenty min- 
utes earlier than the usual time. 

To make repairs at the request of principals. 

To report all needed supplies to the principal in good season. 


In addition to observing the above duties a janitor is at all 
times to consider himself under the general direction of 
the Principal of the building and the Superintendent of 
Schools.
